SELECTMEN RALLY 
FOR INDUSTRY 
& APARTMENTS 


Wilmington’s new Board of Sel- 
ectmen have rallied to the cause 
of active support for industrial 
expansion. and a fair play to the 
proponents of apartment housing, 

The informal decision was made 
at the end of their Monday night 
meeting. in a three - quarter 
hour discussion with Attorney 
Joseph F. Courtney. The discus- 
sion was far ranging. and in part 
covered the actions of the Town 
Meeting just past 

Courtney thanked the Selectmen 
for their confidence in the resi- 
dents of Kenwood Avenue and 
Englewood Drive, and Selectman 
3eorge Bovlen spoke up to sav 
that he admired the courage of 
Danny Gillis of the Planning 
Board. on the same issue. “Dan: 
ny displaved a lot of personal 
courage. and [ want to compli- 
ment him” Bovlen said. 

Speaking of the problem of the 
Planning Board and Apartment 
Housing. Boylen said that he 
would like to deal with the pro- 
blems brought up by the Planning 
Board amendments “before the 
Town Meeting, rather than in 
iv". He thought that the town now 
has “a lack of confidence” in.the 
Planning Board. 

Courtney told the board that he 
feels the town really wants apart- 
ment housing, and conceded that

Not one petition for rezoning succeeded in getting through 


the Town Meeting. 


there may be arguments about the 
site that was to be proposed in the 
‘Town Meeting last Saturday. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
is to reproduce the six pages of 
amendments, and the Planning 
Board's amendments to the 
amendments, on which the Town 
Meeting bogged down, for Select- 
men and other officials to study. 

Mr. Backman said that there 
would be a public meeting (not a 
hearing) in either the conference 
room of the Public Library, or 
the Barrows Auditorium of the 
High School, where the differences 
brought out could be thrashed out, 
before the next Town Meeting 

He was careful to say that the 
meeting should not be confused 
with the hearing which the Plan- 
ning Board is required by law to 
hold. 

‘The Town Manager felt that the 
Apartment Housing articles 
should have been written by the 
Planning Board. and that the Se- 
lectmen should asked the Plan- 
ning Board to do this. 

Backman; "We did - a year ago 

Backman went on to say that a 
Planning Board hearing is for the 
Planning Board to get the views 
of the people, and that the people 
do not get the views of the Plan- 
ning Board in such a hearing. 
‘The people, he said, did not get 


the views of the Planning Board 
"until it was too Late” 

in conversation about the Plan- 
ning Board's actions the Select- 
men took a dim view of the many 
amendments to the amendments. 
The highlight of this was Bruce 
MacDonald's observation about 
the “morals” amendment. “That 
one really got_me" said Mace, 
Donald. 


New Industry 

The Selectmen were also inter- 
ested in the proposed road into 
the Route 125 Park. north of 
Route 125, They asked Courtney 
how far the developer wanted to 
fo. in his proposed street con- 
struction, 

Courtney told them that the pro- 
posal was to develop 1500 feet of 
roadway. with a turmaround, for 
the first part, and eventually to 
fo in to a point about 3800 feet 
from Andover Street. There 
would be a turn-around. there 
too, he said. 

A comparison was made by the 
Selectmen of this with’ the dis- 
tance of Fordham Road (Barbo 
development off Concord St.) 
whieh the Selectmen seemed to 
feel was acceptable. Courtney 
told the Selectmen that Fordham 
Road was 4700 feet long.

How does a parent such as my- 
self answer a 5 year old child in 
a situation such as this when he 
asks, “How come I can't go to 
playschool anymore?”

The Wonderful, 
Self-Destructing Bond 


Possibly there may have been bonds like it in other towns, but Wil- 
mington has had only one Wonderful Self-Destructing Bond, so far as 
it is known, in its history. 

‘The Town Meeting, last Saturday voted $28,000 to complete the work 
of paving Kenwood Avenue and Englewood Drive, in East Wilmington. 
Work on these streets was guaranteed, by a bond for $12,000 which 
was accepted by the town in June 1965 - a bond which, it turned out, 


‘was no good. 


‘The bond did not guarantee the 
town against anything. It did gua- 
tantee the contractor. for a period 
of two years, and the developer for 
a similar period of time. against 
defaults-on the part of the other. 
And. at the end of two years, the 
bond was to have no value what- 
soever 
Since the town learned, a couple 
of years ago, that there was no 
value to the bond, there have been 
burning questions in the mind of 
some persons - How Come ? 

How come the town accepted 
such a bond ? How could such a 
thing happen in a town that boasts 
about its good government ? 

‘The bond was accepted in a Plan- 
ning Board meeting in the Town 
Hall in early June, 1965. The 
maker of the motion was Planning 
Board member James R. Miceli. 
‘The motion was made late at 
night, after all other business was 
completed. The only person to 
have examined the bond. in that 
meeting, while the other members 
were discussing committee busi- 
ness, was Mr, Miceli 

In fairness to the Planning 
Board members. there is a dis- 
tince understanding that the bond 
had already been approved by the 
‘Town Manager. before it was pre- 
sented to their meeting, This. 
and the fact that Mr. Miceli had 
taken the time to look at it, was 
enough to reassure the other 
members that all was in good 
order. 

Al Rounds, chairman, who did 
not look at the bond at all. asked 
the secretary. Danny Gillis to 
sign it, because he. Rounds was 
a sub-contractor at times to the 
developer. 

Gillis signed that bond, the very 
last thing the meeting did that 
night - and he didn’t look at it

Mr. Hagerty and Rounds argued, 
week after week, over a proposed 
ditch to be put in at the boundary 
line. to dispose of water in the 
wet area near Woburn Street 
Essentially, Hagerty wanted a 
concrete lined ditch, that could 
be kept clean, while Rounds, 
from his training as a civil en- 
gineer, recognized that such a 
concrete structure would have 
problems. 

Eventually Hagerty agreed to a 
lining of the ditch with flagstones. 
which Rounds had put in place 
and of which almost all have now 
disappeared. as Rounds predicted 
would happen. 

‘One Wednesday evening. while 
one of the arguments was goind on 
full blast. the writer was called 
to the telephone by someone in 
the town hall. who wanted to re- 
port that a “hell of an argument 
was going on’. He thought the 
writer should get down there 
fast 

Is one of the men Frank 
Hagerty?” the writer asked.

The conversation between the 
Wilmington Selectmen and the Stu- 
dent Selectmen lasted over an 
hour, while the Student Select- 
men occupied the Selectmen's 
chairs, in the Town Hall and the 
Wilmington Selectmen were in 
the seats generally occupied by 
visitors. 

Tt had begun with a long and 
somewhat desultry statement by 
Chairman Mark Rouche on the 
problems of the youth in America 
= the war “don't want to fight a 
dollar war" - drugs etc. After 
he had finished his statement the 
challenges came from Wilming- 
tons Selectmen. 


Who Cares About 
Proposed By-Laws, 


Someone said the other day, 
“Who really cares about by-laws? 
The residents ? They're not real- 
ly interested - by-laws are so 
dull !! People won't show up at 
any town meeting - annual or 
special - just to vote on by-laws 
Why try so hard ! 

Perhaps this “‘someone™ is 
right: only those who have to wor- 
ry about administering or enfore- 
ing the by-laws really want to 
know what they say. The By- 
Law Study Committee prefers to 
believe that “someone” is wrong 
and that there are many voters 
and residents in Wilmington who 
really want to participate and to 
judge, for themselves how some 
of their local affairs are to, be 
managed. 


At this point, perhaps, the over- 


all question of how general by: 
laws are amended should be dis- 
cussed. Only a majority vote is 


ment, provided it has been in- 
cluded in a warrant for a town 
meeting. It has been suggested 
to the By-Law Committee that the 
“Proposed By-Laws” should 
contain a separate section des- 
cribing the method of amendment 
Because such a section would be 
merely informational, and could 
not limit a Town Meeting’s power 
to vote amendments, it was de- 
cided that it would be more 
practical to include a statement 
explaining the amending proce- 
dure in a separate appendix to 
be published with the final version 
of the by-laws. In this way we 
avoid -the confusion which could 
result from any attempt to amend 
a provision which is not within 
the power of the Town Meeting to 
do so. However, and to repeat 
for emphasis, the Town Meeting 
can now amend the general by- 
laws at any annual or special 
town meeting by a majority vote 
if the question is included in the

warrant. Also, only ten signa- 
tures of registered voters are 
required to compe! the Selectmen 
to include an article in the warrant 
for the annual town meeting. to 
amend or to add to the by-laws. 

Let's start, then with proposed 
Chapter I, Section 1: 

“The adoption of these by-laws 
by the Town shall have the force 
and effect of repealing all pre- 
sently existing by-laws and re- 
gulations heretofore adopted by 
the Town, except Board of Health 
rules and regulations, Zoning 
By-Laws, Building By-Laws, and 
traffic regulations duly adopted 
as most recently amended or as 
may be amended in the future 
provided that the repeal shall not 
apply to or affect any by-law, 
order or article heretofore adop- 
ted accepting or adopting the pro- 
visions of any statute of the 
Commonwealth, These by-laws 
shall be known and referred to as 
‘The By-Laws of the Inhabitants 

of Wilmington." 

Although the wording of this 

section seems to contradict the 
efforts of the Committee to keep 
the language as simple and un- 
complicated as possible. legal 
technicalities make necessary 
the excluding of certain rules and 
regulations plus the zoning and 
Building by-laws which are se- 
parate legal instruments. 
Except for a new Section 9. 
there are only three other 
changes, in this Chapter: (1) to 
increase fines to $50 (the maxi- 
mum allowed under the Mass 
General Laws); (2) to improve 
the definition of “public ways", 
and (3) to improve the definition 
of “public place.” 

Section 9, Review of By-Laws, 
is new in Chapter I and simply 
says, “The By-Laws of the In- 
habitants of the Town of Wilming- 
ton shall be reviewed by a com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose
